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WEATHER BUREAU'S 380-DAY OUTLOOK 
*Mid-October to Mid-November 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid-October 

to mid-November calls for temperatures to average slightly below normal 
in the eastern half of the United States, (except above in the North 
Atlantic States), in marked contrast to the abnormal warmth experienced 
during the past 30 -days. Above normal temperatures are predicted in 

the western half of the Country, where much cool weather prevailed 

last month. Precipitation amounts are expected to exceed normal in 
most areas east of the Mississippi. Subnormal amounts are indicated 

in the remainder of the nation except for near normal in the West Gulf 
States and Pacific Northwest,

WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 18, 1954 


Along the Atlantic Seaboard the week's weather news was dominated by 
hurricane "Hazel" which, after holding that area in suspense for a few 
days as she moved up from tne Caribbean Sea, finally, on the 15th, struck 
the mainland of the Carolinas. Accompanied by gale to hurricane force 
winds and torrential rains, she raced on northward through central 
Virginia and western Pennsylvania at a furious rate, as the high winds 
flattened crops, disrupted’ communication and power lines, and damaged 
buildings, and the heavy rains produced damaging floods in numerous 
streams. The heavy rains were a redeeming feature, however, as they 
provided the first soaking rains in months for the drought stricken 
Carolinas and Virginia. Good rains also fell in the remainder of the 
Nation, except the Southwest where the entire week was fair. These 
rains, occurring early in the week were mostly light from the central 
and northern Great Plains westward, but moderate to heavy (1 to over 

4 inches) in the Ohio and Mississippi Valleys, and some other parts of

GRASSHOPPERS - WYOMING - About 20 percent of adults still active 
in Johnson and Sheridan Counties causing damage to fruit trees and late 
garden products. (Cavin, Oct. 9). Adults causing damage to berders 

of winter wheat. (Poyner). UTAH - Still numerous in scattered farm 
and range areas, with eggs still being laid. (Knowlton). TEXAS - 
Melanoplus differentialis medium heavy locally in young grain in 
Rockwall County. Sixty acres destroyed. (Garner). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - NEW YORK - Catches of msths 
in light traps in Ulster County rose in late September and early October. 
(Adams). ARKANSAS - Average of 49.5 moths per night taken in light 
trap at Fayetteville between Oct. 7-14. (Warren). NORTH CAROLINA = 
Adults very abundant along roadsides in Pender County. (Mitchell). 
ARIZONA - Damage has been heavy enough on corn at Yuma te prevent 
use for grain or seed.

FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - VIRGINIA - Severe damage 


to some smali grain sown for-winter pasture in Warwick County. (Brame). 


NORTH CAROLINA - Infesting sweet corn in Duplin County. (Reid). 
GEORGIA - All peanuts in large area of Coffee County completely de- 
foliated, Oct. 2. (Davenport, Geiger). MISSISSIPPI - Infestation in 
10-acre field of ryegrass in Grenada County. (Douglass). LOUISIANA - 
Heavy infestation on seedling oats in Tensas Parish. Could become 
serious problem on young oats in Mississippi delta areas. (Burns, 
Roussel), TEXAS - Light local on Bermuda grass in Brazos County. 
(Davis). Light to heavy widespread on alfalfa, corn and small grains 

in Robertson and Bell Counties, nerthwest, panhandle and plains areas. 
' Severely damaging young oats. All corn fields examined showed damage. 
(Martin, Davis, Decker). 


ARMYWORMS - NEW YORK - Common armyworm was most abundant 
phalaenid species in moth trap catches throughout summer at 
Poughkeepsie. (Adams), TENNESSEE - Both fall and spring species 
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doing damage to small grain and new pastures in Marshall County. 
Also found in rank growing fields in other areas. All instars observed. 
(Mullett). ILLINOIS - Armyworm moths continuing to emerge from 
pupae in volunteer grains and grasses. (Petty). 


WHITE GRUBS - KANSAS - A rather heavy infestation of Phyllophaga 
lanceolata in a corn field in Jackson County. (Burkhardt). Light infes- 
tation of white grubs in a few fields of Dickinson County, from 3-15 
per square yard. (Matthew). 


A CORN BORER - GEORGIA - Sixty acres corn in Coffee County heavily 
infested, Oct. 10. (Geiger). 


FALL WIREWORMS (Eleodes spp.) - TEXAS - Spotted infestations in 
northeast part of panhandle area. (Daniels, Davis). KANSAS - Infestation 
in several fields of Dickinson County. Average about 5 per square foot in 
infested areas of fields. Some wheat destroyed in small areas of a few 
fields, (Petty). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - ILLINOIS - Numbers on 
fence rows adjoining cornfields. As high as 5 per sweep collected under 
average conditions. (Petty). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - ILLINOIS - Flying in large numbers, 
seeking hibernation quarters. (Petty). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatilis) - DOUISIANA - 
Becoming abundant at light traps in Tensas and East Baton Rouge 
Parishes. Several moderate infestations on soybeans in these parishes. 
also. (Burns). GEORGIA - Velvetbeans in Coffee County 50 percent 
defoliated, Oct. 2. (Davenport, Geiger). 


LEAFHOPPERS (largely Aceratagallia arida and Dikraneura carneola) - 
UTAH - Very numerous in some northern and central alfalfa fields. 
(Knowlton). 


LESSER CORNSTALE BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - VIRGINIA - 
Fifty percent loss in yield in peanut field in Sussex County. Light damage 
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to peanuts in Surry and Nansemond Counties. (Rowell, Davich). 


OKLAHOMA - Destroyed 320 acres of irrigated wheat in Jackson County. 


Reports indicate injurious infestations elsewhere in this area. (Fenton). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
ARKANSAS - Infestations heavy in northeastern area on alfalfa. As high 
as 72 adults per 10 sweeps of 12- — net. Many nymphs present. 
(Warren). 


AL, FALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - TEXAS - Average cf 
24 loopers per 20 eer in alfalfa in locai infestation in Hale County. 
(Daivis). 


AN APHID (Myzocallis trifolii) - ARIZONA - Again building up and 
causing some damage in some alfalfa fields at Yuma, a few being 
treated. Populations also building up in Salt River Valley te extent 
some control being practiced. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). — 


RED -NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosquella) - SOUTH CAROLINA - 


Damage to peanuts in Dillon County. (Nettles), 


SALT -MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - As 
many as 5-6 larvae per cotton plant in some fields at Yuma with 
migration to soybeans, mung beans, alfalfa, and other plants. The 
parasitic fly that has appeared about this date in past years has not 
shown up. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


CHINCH BUGS - LOUISIANA - Causing considerable damage to St. Augus- 


tine grass lawns in several southern parishes. (Burns). FLORIDA - 
Numerous on torpedo grass at Leesburg... Severe damage on 6-acre 
pasture. (Kuitert). 


APHIDS - UTAH - Generally in areas surveyed, population less than 
10 percent of fall population of 1953. (Knowlton). 


GREEN JUNE BEETLE (Cotinis nitida) - NORTH CAROLINA - Five 
to lo grubs per square foot over 12-acre pasture near Wilmington. 
(Howell, Jones). 
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Spittleouy Survey in Ohio - 1954 


A survey of adult spittlebug populations in Ohio was conducted during 
the second week in September to determine potential infestations 

in 1955, A similar survey was reported for 1953 ( CHEER 3(41):724). For 
reporting purposes the state is divided into seven areas. These coincide 
with areas in which outlying farms of the Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station are located. The average adult per sweep count for each of 
these areas is given in the table,

First record in 
Alachua County. (Kerr). 


THRIPS - ARIZONA - High count on Bermuda grass fields in Yuma 
Valley and north Gila Valley near Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


SOD WEBWORMS - OREGON - Damace to grass seed fields in 
Willamette Valley.

WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES - Survey for the current report year was 
concluded at end of September, with some 33, 000 newly infested acres 
recorded. This figure represents a 27 percent decrease compared with 
the number of acres found last year. All surveys in noninfested states 
have been concluded, with no infestations being found. The period for 
effective survey for adults has been materially extended in many areas 
because of the delayed emergence of beetles due to extremely het and 
dry weather.

RAIN BEETLES - OREGON - Pleocoma minor at Hood River and ~°

YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogal]li) - TEXAS - 
Light local infestation on lettuce in Bailey County. Light spotted infes- 
tation around Muleshoe County area. (Baker). 
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A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Infestation reported 
on celery at Phoenix. Eggs and adults in one lettuce field at Phoenix 
Oct. 8. Seems to be threat of heavy population later. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - CALIFORNIA - 
Numerous on sweetpotato plants in Oranye County, October 8. Barriers 
have been erected: along edges of some fields of lettuce in Orange 
County for protection against migrating caterpillars. (Campbell, Oct.15). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) ~ OREGON - Localized, severe 
damage to late potatoes in Malheur County during mid-September. 
(Johnson, Amen). 


POTATO TUBERWORM (Gnorimoschema operculella)) -UPAH - Damaging 
potatoes in fields at Enterprise. Some light infestations found in Modena 
and Beryl areas. (Hutchins et al). MARYLAND - Considerable damage 

to Irish potatoes in Calvert County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SUGAR-BEET WIREWORM (Limonius californicus) - CALIFORNIA - 
Sweetpotatoes being harvested show as high as 69 percent damage by 
wireworms in Orange County. (Campbell). 


LEAF MINERS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Light to moderately abundant on 
cucumber , squash and collard in Charleston area. (Cuthbert, Deen, 
ReidyeOck. 7). 


CUCUMBER BEETLES - NORTH CAROLINA - Acalymma vittata and 
Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi infesting cucumbers locally in 
Duplin County. (Reid). 


MELON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - OREGON - Appearing in numbers in 
cucumbers in Willamette Valley. This season first time this aphid 
observed since 1949. (Amen). 
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maple trees at St. Petersburg. Many twigs killed on large shade tree. 
Determined by W. H. Anderson. (Hetrick), 


A CERAMBYCID (QOberea sp.) - MARYLAND - Larvae damaging 
azalea plants in nursery at Cockeysville. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


BARK BEETLES (Ips sp.) - ARKANSAS - Active infestations in Polk 
County in Ouachita National Forest. In general, recent rains and 
aggressive saivage operations preventing any serious flare-up of bark 
beetles in pine forests. (Phifer). 


IPS and TURPENTINE BEETLES - TEXAS - Medium widespread on 
shortleaf pine in Rusk County. (Rehling). Medium widespread on lob- 
lolly and shortleaf pines in Cherokee County. (.Spearey) . 


APHIDS - VIRGINIA - Attacking and heavily damaging willow and maples 
at Lexington. tRowell). 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - WISCONSIN - 
The note on A WEEVIL in CEIR, 4(40):911 refers to this species. 
(Chambers). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphyqma frugiperda) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Infesting gladiolus in New Hanover County, with fields 50-100 percent 
infested. (Howell, Jones). | 


STORED-PRODUCTS INSECTS 


DARK MEALWORM (Tenebrio obscurus) - ARKANSAS - Larvae infesting 
stored wheat in Clay County. (Warren). 


GRANARY WEEVIL (Sitophilus granarius) - WYOMING - Slight to 
moderate darnage to grain stored in farm granaries. (Poyner). 


CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - TEXAS - Medium 
heavy widespread in stored oats in Kaufman County. Ten 1, 000 bushel 
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steel bins infested. Probably in all stored grain in area. (Garner). 


A FUNGUS BEETLE (Typhaea sp.) - TEXAS - Heavy local infestation 
in grain sorghum in Victoria County. (Randolph, Fuller). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


HACKBERRY NIPPLE GALL (Pachypsylla celtidis-mamma) - INDIANA - 
Again abundant and annoying as a household pest in many areas, (Davis). 


FIELD CRICKET (Acheta assimilis) - ARKANSAS - Numbers appearing 
at lights in eastern area subject of much comment. During past two 
months nearly all towns and villages in this area have had heavy flights, 
literally millions in the large cities, one or more times. No apparent 
damage to crop plants observed but nuisance value has been great. 
(Warren). 


A TINEID (Tinea fucipunctella) - OREGON - Found doing considerable 
damage to a Firtex ceiling in a turkey barn at St. Helens. (Lauderdale). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - WYOMING - Migrations into | 
homes continue. (Poyner). ILLINOIS - Appearing in large numbers on 
Sides of houses. (Petty). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - MARYLAND - Troublesome 

in Baltimore, Montgomery, Prince Georges and Calvert Counties. : 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept. ), ILLINOIS - Migrating to houses in large numbers. ) 
(Petty). VIRGINIA - Continuing to cause concern around residences in | : 
many areas, (Turner, Rowell, Amos). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - INDIANA - In several 
southern areas exceedingly abundant, more so than at any time in 
memory of author. (Davis). 
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MOSQUITOES (mainly Aedes spp.) - LOUISIANA - More abundant in 
East Baton Rouge Parish than for several years. Complaints of un- 
usually heavy populations from most coastal parishes. (Cockerham, 
Burns). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 
WYOMING - BEE FLY larvae and BLISTER BEETLE larvae are 


destroying approximately 50 percent of grasshopper egg pods in cropland 
areas in Big Horn area, (Cavin). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


Living larvae and adults of the mango weevil (Sternochetus mangiferae (F. )) 
were intercepted on a number of occasions recently in the seeds of mangoes 
from Hawaii in ships' baggage at San Pedro, California. (Black, Curry, 
Gill, Gladish, Gray, Henderson, Lindsay, Wilkey?. This insect is 
considered an injurious pest of the mango in parts of the Orient, Africa 

and Hawaii. In Hawaii, heavy infestations and considerable economic 
damage to fruit have been reported. Observations on the life history 

of the mango weevil indicate the adult weevil deposits eggs in the flesh 

of the fruit. After the eggs hatch the young larvae enter the seed. They 
complete their development, pupate and emerge as adults in the seed. 
Adults may remain in the seed for long periods. Two or three weevils 

may occupy a single seed. Injury to the mango consists of the destruc- 

tion of the seed by the larvae. Early crop of the fruit and premature 
ripening is said to occur under conditions due to larval feeding in the 

seed. The mango weevil has been reported from the Indian Ocean Area, 
Indonesia, East Indies, Philippines, Madagascar, South Africa and 

Hawaii, It is not yet known to occur in the continental United States, 
Central America or the West Indies, (Complied by Peltier). 
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Weather continued: 


the South. Drought, conditions were jreatly relieved in northern 
Alabama, southern Mississippi and coastal areas of Georgia, but 
light rains brought little or no relief to northern Mississippi, the 
remainder of Georgia, and the northwestern third of South Carolina. 
This week was unusually warm for the season in the Middle Atlantic 


and New Enyland States, where temperatures for the week averaged 
15° above normal at Burlington, Vt., and 9° to over 12° elsewhere. 


Numerous record: highs for so late in the season occurred in New 
England on the 12th when the mercury reached 90° at Boston, Mass. 
The week was also somewhat warmer than normal in the Southwest. 


In the remainder of the Nation temperatures averaged a little cooler 
than normal, with the lowest temperatures -occurring in the far West 
early in the week when freezing was general in the interior sections 
except the extreme South. About midweek freezing extended southward 
in the western Great Plains to Kansas where the first general freeze 
of the season in the western part caused limited damage. At the end 
of the period a cold air intrusion centered over the upper Mississippi 
Valley brought a freeze to Iowa and northern portions of Missouri and 
Illinois; Hibbing, Minn., reported a low of 11°. (Summary supplied 
by U. S. Weather Bureau). :
